I^he 
sense  in  v.'hich  subjective  is  use; 
by  most  ci'itics,  hov-ever,  implies 
nothirig  less  tl  c  tn  ■■     flight  from 
reality.

designs.   The  long  outside  wall 
of  the  ballroom  Wc s  to  have  a 
mural  decoration  painted  on  paper 
representing  a  street  scene  in 
a  Soui/h  American  village^   At  one 
end  a  r-Oft.  papier  mache  sculp- 
ture  group  v. as  to  bo  erected  with 
a  church  front  and  an' imitation 
pool  at  the  opposite  ena.   The 
doorway  "w..  s  to  be  built  into  the 
semblance  of  a  hi. cienda  with  win- 
dows for  tiic  t  icket- takers  ,   ^,.11 
around  the  walls  would  be  scatter- 
ed realistic  palm  trees  fifteen 
feet  high.   Built  out  from  the 
mural  were  four  sets  representing 
huts  with  a  church  roof  camoufl- 
aging the  band  stand, 

I'or  three  days  before  the  night 
of  the  ball  J  the  students  of  the 
school  worked  on  the  construction 
of  the  decorations.   The  drawing 
and  painti/:g  classes  were  given  the, 
job  of  covering  ar^   area  13c  feet 
long  by  lb  feet  iiigh  with  the 
mural.   This  \jus  done  b,,  cutting 
twenty-three  panels  and  spreading 
them  out  en  tiio  floor  of  fooms  2 
and  3  at  the  Grange,   The  job  vvos 
finished  by  .Vednesday  morning  and 
reudy  to  be  put  up  at  the  hall, 
whicti  was  a  gigantic  job  in  itself.

The  second  basic  Lenet  of  Ex- 
pressionism i's  the  acceptance  of 
the  vvOod.iness  of  vyooa ,  the  metal- 
lic q^uality  of  metal  etc,   Vi/'hen 
we  look  around  our  world  and  see 
all  the  metal  trying  to  look  like 
wood  v:e  realize   something  of  the 
value  of  t.-e  point »   In  fainting 
however,  this  has  been  interpre- 
ted in  many  cases  as  a  necessity 
to  shout  what  the  materials  are;" 
Some  purists  even  going  so  far  as 
to  say  tnat  there  must  be  no  ill- 
usion of  the  third  dimension  in- 
as  much  as  this  destroys  tne  tvjc 
dimensional  quality  of  the  paper 
or  canvas.   This  is  of  course  in- 
separable from  the  revolt  from 
representation, 

I  heard  the  other  day  that  in 
a  certain  gallery  in  Europe  they 
arranged  a  chronological  history 
of  the  growth  of  perspective o 
When  perspective  first  began  to 
be  used  the  figures  v.^ei'e  large  in 
the  canvas  and  perspective  was  a 
minor  piirt.   Gradually  hovvever, 
the  figures  we^e  releg. tea  to  a 
more  and  more  subsidiary  position 
until  the  subject  v-ls  no  longer 
a  ''Last  Supper"  or  whLtever  it 
happened  to  bej  but  perspectiveo 
Then  as  time  v-ent  on  figures  came 
into  their  own  once  morel  Persp- 
ective took  its  rigatful  pitce  as 
one  of  tne  tools  w  ith  whicn  the 
artist  Corvea  out  l  stcge  for  tae 
drama  of  a<-nkindo   So,  too,  tne 
moaerns'  insistence  on  tne  special 
features  of  .lis  materials  will 
eventually  take  its  rir;htful  place 
as  one  of  tne  means  of  expression- 

Ana  now,  tne  thira  part  of  Ex- 
pressionism--the  searc  for  exp- 
ressive form-- the  formLlist  app- 
roach,  XI.  searca  for  expression 


creates  new  forms,  ^^  searc||L  for 
new  forms  can  only  result  in  new 
forms. 

This  may  be  fine  in  the  world 
of  fashion  but  in  the  world  of 
art  it  Vvill  always  end  as  a  ref- 
uge for  the  analyst,  who  ultimat- 
ely analyzes  analysis, 

7/hat  is  a  modern  artist?   First 
I  would  like  to  re-stote  my  def- 
inition tnat  L.Tt    is  a  vision  of  t 
unified  reality  beyond  common  see- 
ingo   It  follows  then,  that  an 
artist  is  l,   man  of    imagination 
who  is  capable  of  seeing  beyond 
the  superficial  in  iiis  world  and 
embodying  this  vision  in  an  exp- 
ressive form.   The  adjective  "mo- 
aern"  always  seems  to  rae  to  be 
supci'f  luous ,   ^1  man  is  either  an 
artist  or  he   is  not,   i^is  m.odern- 
ity  can  safely  be  loft  in  the  ha- 
nds of  tne  compiler  of  arjj  cata- 
logues.  The  artist  of  today  will 
not,  of  course,  be  a  mere  natur- 
alist, on  the  other  iic.nd  he  can 
never  reject  i^ealism  as  aefined 
in  my  second  paragraph  and  remain 
an  artist,   Tne  artist  of  today 
will  have  an  interest  but  not 
necessarily  an  abnormal  interest 
in  his  materials  and  how  to  use 
them  for  expressive  ends,   ile  will 
search  for  new  forms  to  give  new 
impact  to  old  statements  and  po- 
ssibly ne\.  ones.   He  will  not 
search  for  new  forms  jufet  for  the 
sake  of  new  forms.   To  do  so  may 
be  aseful-'-but  so  is  plumbing  and 
it  is  not  an  art, 

With  our  civilization  rushing 
at  jet  plane  speed  toward  a  poss- 
ible oblivion  taere  is  all  the 
more  necessity  for  an  affirmation 
of  faiLn  in  the  eventual  perfect- 
ion of  man,   ^..n  affirmation  to  - 
pit  against  the  philosophy  of  de- 
spair as  liianifested  in  aream  pai- 
nting and  literalism.   Both  are 
in  essence  a  flight  from  the  world 
of  vision-- tiio  woria  of  leality,
